tions and the outright riots which have 


s w e p t college campuses in recent 
months. Leftist extremists with their 
own pots to boil of course have taken 
advantage of some situations and creat­ 
ed others, but the fact is inescapable 
that many college students have pent 
up feelings of frustration just waiting 
to be cultivated. 
Why? 
of 


Obviously the troubles which put the 
University of California at Berkeley, 
practically out of business for several 
weeks and caused major, if less seri­ 
ous, demonstrations on other campuses 
are more than manifestations of the 
usual college spring fever. 
Until a better explanation appears. 
Dean Joseph F . Kauffman of the Uni­ 
versity of Wisconsin seems to have of­ 
fered one of the more logical analyses. 
The dean says at least some of the 
blame is due to the “crass opportun­ 
ism” and selfishness of faculty mem­ 
bers. 
Citing the mad dash of the average 
faculty 
for 
government 
grants 
and 
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juicy research projects as a quicker 
road to advancement and riches, the 
educator sees such secondary activities 
detracting from the primary objective 
of the university — to collect intellec­ 
tual talent under one roof and to pass 
the knowledge accumulated by this tal­ 
ent on to the students. 
Professors who devote little time to 
classroom instruction are promoting an 
impersonal type of education through 
proctors and mechanical aids which, 
from the student’s point of view, is en­ 
tirely unsatisfactory.

Simple Measures 


To Prevent Mildew

There are improvements and 
breakthroughs in all directions, I 
but two things still plague us — j 
the common cold and mildew. 
Well, we can’t concern our­ 
selves here with the medical 
problem, except to remember 
that cleanliness is the foe of , 
germs. 
But we can at least win the 
war against mildew, if we take 
but the time and the effort the ■ 
struggle entails. 
If you note a musty 
odor 
around the house, 
remember j 
that mildew may be the cause. 
Prompt measures should be ta- j 
ken. because once mildew spor- • 
es spread, they are very diffi- j 
cult ot wipe out. 
Cleanliness is basic to pre­ 
venting and banishing mildew'. 
It is especially important to 
keep closets and dresser draw- j 
ers 
immaculately 
clean, 
be- j 
cause mildew just dotes 
and | 
thrives on dirt. And, please re­ 
member, that even mildew-re­ 
sistant synthetic fabrics can be J 
victims if they remain dirty. 
Nothing seems safe! 
Start 
by 
sponging 
closets, 
garment bags, and d r e s s e r 
drawers with hot soap or deter­ 
gent suds on a regular schedule ] 
and by laundering washables J 
after every use. 
Make sure that storage space ’ 
is 
kept 
dry 
after 
thorough j 
washing, because moisture, too, 
j provides a favorable environ- I 
I ment for mildew. 
Guard a g a i n s t 
dampness 
i in the bathroom by spreading ; 
wet shower 
curtains, 
wash-1 
cloths, and towels to dry after 
use. 
Ventilation and heat are two 
j other potent weapons against 
I mildew, lf necessary, place 
a 
< de-humidifier in damp rooms or 
j the basement, and install an 
j electric light and or an electric 
I heater in any problem close or 
storage space. 
Leave dresser drawers a n d 
closet doors open occasionally 
to air. 
If mildew should gain a foot 
j hold in spite of every effort, 
brush off any surface growth 
outdoors so that spores 
won’t 
I be scattered in the house. Sun 
I light is an enemy of m i d e w 
so let air and sun get at t h e 
’ affected pieces. 
Then launder washables in 
plenty of hot suds and r i n s e 
: water. Bleach them if stains 
j linger, 
and 
d r y 
all 
pieces 
. thoroughly. 
Sponging with suds also helps 
! to remove mildew from shoes, 
j handbags, luggage and all it- 
j ems made of leather, one of the 
i most susceptible targets for this 
I miserable, undesirable house- 
; hold fungus.
